last week that all of the re-

maining 3758 Injections on
hand will be given to children
in the kindergarten through
fourth grade and to pregnant
mothers. There— Will be .no
serum for private physicians at
this time, he said.

Dr. Kogan said, “It has been
our experience that these two
groups of persons need them
most.”

Pre-natal and,well-baby con-
ferences at the District Health
Office will be the scene of
many of the injections. .
